1969  FALL  MEETING 

During  the  Fall  Meeting  of  the  New  England  Library  Association  at  Wentworth- 
by-the-Sea,  on  October  9th,  the  New  England  Chapter  of  the  Music  Library  Association 
met  in  conjunction  with  the  New  England  Libraries  Film  Association.  The  Topic  of 
the  afternoon  was  "Cinemusicale/Exploring  the  field  of  music  on  film." 

Shirley  Utudjian  (Robbins  Library,  Arlington)  opened  the  meeting  and  presented 
the  bibliography  prepared  by  Natalie  Palme  Breed  (Boston  Public  Library)  entitled 
"Music  and  Films:  a  selective  bibliography."  Miss  Utudjian  also  stated  that  there 
was  a  booklet  listing  all  courses  offered  on  composing  music  for  films,  available 
from  the  American  Film  Institute. 

Euclid  Peltier  (Head  of  the  Audio-Visual  Services  at  the  Boston  Public 
Library)  then  introduced  four  short  films  illustrating  new  cinema  techniques  which 
combine  the  arts  of  music  and  photography.  The  titles  of  the  films  with  the  music 
utilized  were:  Overture /Nytanny  (Beethoven's  "Egmont  Overture"),  Glass  (Jazz  score), 
Angel  (Music  of  poet  Leonard  Cohen)  and  Syrinx  (Debussy). 

The  main  speaker  was  Daniel  Pinkham  whose  topic  was  "The  problems  and  process 
of  composing  for  films."  Mr.  Pinkham  has  worked  on  documentary  films  which  he 
explained  presented  very  different  problems  than  working  on  a  Hollywood  film. 
Documentary  films  are  didactic  and  are  generally  made  for  industry  or  government. 
The  composer  sees  the  film  for  the  first  time  when  it  is  finished  and  edited. 
He  then  composes  a  short  score  or  piano  version,  establishing  a  relationship 
between  his  work  and  the  film.  The  music  is  then  orchestrated,  sent  to  the 
copyist  and  then  finally  a  recording  session  is  held. 

Film  music  used  to  be  a  "Mickey  Mouse"  effect,  in  that  the  music  tried  to 
literally  translate  the  action  into  music.  Now  film  music  tries  to  be  a  counter- 
point. The  meeting  concluded  with  the  showing  of  White  Alice,  a  film  made  for 
Western  Electric  for  which  Mr.  Pinkham  wrote  the  music.
